How To Locate A Specific Article 


1. If you want to locate a specific article, 
you can find it classified by title, by author, 
or by subject. Each item is listed in all three 


ways alphabetically. 


Example: To locate the article, ‘Let's Really 
Sell Milk,"” you can find it under ‘'L'’ (first 
letter in first word of title). If the exact title 
cannot be recalled, you can locate the item 
under the author's name, ‘‘Bird, john." If 


neither title nor author can be recalled, the 


article can be found under the general sub- 


ject classification ‘*Milk."’ 


2. If you want to find several or all the items 
published on a broad subject, you can find 


the general subject listed alphabetically. 


Example: To locate any or all the articles 
published during the year on ‘‘House Decora- 
tion,’ look for this subject under ‘‘H"’ in the 


Index listings.
